L (Currently Amended) A method of content delivery in a network, comprising: 

associating devices in a Domain Name System (DNS) with cont e nt cache server systems 
located in the network and maintaining on each of the cache server systems content stored on an 
origin server , th e cont e nt serv e r systems maintaining and s e rving content of a cont e nt provider, 
wh e r e in e ach DNS d e vic e is configur e d to r e solv e th e nam e of th e cont e nt provider to an addr e ss 
for th e content s e rv e r system with which such DNS d e vic e is associat e d ; 

assigning to the DNS devices a common address , th e common addr e ss b e ing usabl e to 
r e solv e th e nam e of th e content provid e r such that a r e qu e st for content of th e cont e nt provider by 
a cont e nt r e questor is sent to th e cont e nt serv e r system n e ar e st th e content requestor ; 

advertising, by each of the DNS devices, the common address within the network to 
indicate that the content is available for retrieval from each of the cache server systems by end 
user systems communicatively connected to the network ; 

monitoring one or more load characteristics of one or more of the cont e nt cache server 
systems in the network; 

determining if one or more of the load characteristics exceeds a predefined overload 
metric; and 

for each cont e nt cache server system having a load characteristic that exceeds the 
predefined overload metric, discontinuing advertising of the cont e nt cache server system by an 
associated DNS device. 

2. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein the common address is an anycast address. 

3. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 31, wherein the advertising act comprises : 
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sending routing information to a plurality of routers in the network associat e d with th e 
anycast addr e ss is adv e rtised over th e n e twork by th e DNS d e vic e s in accordance with the Border 
Gateway Protocol (BGP). 

4. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, wherein the cont e nt cache server 
systems are geographically distributed across the network. 

5. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1 , wherein the DNS devices are collocated 
with the cont e nt cache server systems with which the DNS devices are associated. 

6. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1 , wherein each cont e nt cache server 
system and associated DNS device are located in a different Internet Service Provider Point of 
Presence. 

7. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1 , wherein each cont e nt cache server 
system and associated DNS device is located at or near an entry point of the network.

9. (Currently Amended) The method of claim $L wherein at least one of the cache server 
systems comprises at least two cache servers connected in a cluster, and wherein the at least two 
cache servers are coupled to a switch usable to select from among the at least two cache servers 
based on a selection policy.
